Reports on Progress of Work of Past 
Year Received by Senate and De 
cision Arrived at as to the Plan 
of Organization of the University. 


Undoubtedly the most 
meeting that has ever been 
the Senate of the University of 
berta was held in Strathcona last Fri 
day With the exceptions of two 
brief adjournments for luncheon and 
dinner, the Senate was* in constant 
session from 9.30 in the morning until 
eleven o'clock in the evening All of 
the members of the Senate, with the 
exception of Messrs. Jenkins and 
Strathy, who ate absent from the pro- 
vince, were present. The session was 
presided over by the chancelor, Mr. 
Justice Stuart 

In addition to being éalled upon to 
deal with several matters of import- 
ance concerning the internal manage 
ment of the university, the Senate 
had under consideration the 
plans of the first building, the foun 
dations of which are now being laid 
on the University site For several 
months past the provincial architect 
has been engaged in the preparation 
of plans for the proposed building 
and the result of his labors was shown 
in the magnificent set of plans that 
were laid before the Senate. The |

The 
extension of the railway line to the 
Gibbons property was thought too ex- 
pensive at present but the majority 
of the aldermen “wre in favor of ta\k- 
ing advantage of Mr. Round’s offer. 
\ committee was appointed to take 
up the matter further and ascertain 
what length of extension was neces- 
sary in order to satisfy those who 
were offering to build the bridges. 

Tt was decided with little discussion 
that the offer of $30,000 from Strath- 
cona towards the high level bridge be 
accepted rather than the $40,000 of-

A gravel offer of 50 cents per cubic 
yard was made by H. Milton Martin. 
[t was decided to offer him 30 cents 
a cubie yard for the gravel.
